Note that claims 1-2 have been amended to narrow the scope of the claims but 
within the teachings of the specification. 

Claims 1-6,10,11,14 and 15 with the elected specie la are allowed because none 
of the prior art documents discloses or suggests the claimed formula I with the required 
variations in the claimed monomer, oligomer or polymer comprising said formula. 

The search is further expanded to non-elected species (9 more). However, no 
prior art has been found. 

Claims 1-6,10,1 1,14 and 15 are in condition for allowance. 

Claims 7-9,12,13 and 16-27 embrace the composition of group I, would be 
rejoined and be allowed also. 

Therefore, claims 1-27 are allowed.
